SMALLPOX INTHE 
RAILWAY CAMPS 


Often Breeding Places of 
Disease Says Doctor 
Montizambert. 

MEN ENDEAVOR TO 
CONCEAL DISEASE 
is is Frequently the Case 
When the Attack 
Is Mild. 


Th 


Ottawa, Dec, 26—According to Dr. 
fF. Montizambert, director-general of 
public health, the construction camps 
along the line of the transcontinental 
railway and other railway lines may 
be, and are in many cases, breeding 
places of smallpox and other epi- 
demics that sweep various parts of 
the country, 

Pr. Montizambert was questioned 
as to the conditions on the transcon- 
tinental line and his attention was 
called to the case of M. McGlade of 
Brockville who was working on that 
line near La Tuque, Quebec. When 
Mr. McGlade arrived home on Satur- 
day he was taken ill and !t was found 
when a doctor was called that he had 
contracted emallpox, 

“From an official standpoint we 
den't care a continental about = the 
health in these camps,"’ asserted Dr. 
Montizambert. “We see that the 
camps are kept sanitary and that the 
men have the medical attention re- 
quired by the Health Act, but jhe 
health in the camps is a provincial 
matter. 

“So far in the reports that come in 
to me from my inspectors no case of 
smallpox has been reported in the 
camps of the N.T.R.” added the doc- 
tor. 

“It is possible that the men = can 
leave the camps and spread the dis- 
ease throughout the country.” he was 
asked. 

“We can do nothing whatever to 
prevent it," wag the reply. ‘That is 
also a provincial matter. 

“The chief trouvie is that the men 
hide their cases rather than be sent 
to the pest house, as they call them. 
Very often in the camps there are 
very slight cases of cedar itch or 
smallpox, and the man who has it has 
only twenty or thirty sores on his 
body. So slight is the attack and as 
there are no marks on face, the doc- 
tor cannot tell that anything is the 
matter with him while in many cases 
he manages to avoid the doctor alto- 
gether, In the case of the government

Government of the Mikado 
Will Absolutely Stop 
Emigration. 


LEGISLATOR FROM 


JAPAN IN OTTAWA) 


His Country Anxious to Se-| 
cure Canadian Trade 
and Friendship.

Ottawa, Dec. 26—That the Japa- 
nese government intend in future to 
send no Japanese immigrants to Can- 
ada at all, was stated by K. Miyako, a 
lawyer and member of the Japanese 
parliament for Ibaraki, near 'Tokio, 
who is in town en route home from 
Rome, 

For some time past as is generally 
known Japanese immigration to Can- 
ada has been restricted but according 
to Mr. Miyako as a result of an 
agreement between different members 
of the cabinet of his country it will 
in future be absolutely stopped, 

Represented China, 

Mr. Miyako was one of seven re- 
presentatives chosen by Japanese 
parliament to represent it at the In- 
ternational Congress of Memmbers of 
Parliament to be held in Rome. On 
account of an outbreak of cholera 
there however the meeting was post- 
poned, 

Japan will be in the throes of a 
Seneral election next May he sald. 
There is, however, no big question up. 
The navy matter apparently does not 
bother the people in the land of the 
Rising Sun, the cabinet being con- 
tent to keep up the present sea 
strength without pursuing a policy of 
enlargement, What will be done in 
the future, however, is a subject for 
debate. 

Military training is compulsory, the 


army being selected from the total 
able-bodied adult population, 
Status of Korea. 
In reply to a question as to the 


status of Korea, Mr. Miyako replied 
that it had now been placed under a 
governor-general and was a duminion 
like Canada. The Japanese govern- 
ment was taking no stand in the 
Chinese revolution.

Proposal of Shanghai Peace Confer- 
ence is Being Submitted by Yuan 
Shi Kai to Prominent Manchus— 
Proposal is to Allow Special Nation 
al Assembly to Decide Form of Gov- 
ernment. 


Pekin, China, Dec. 26.—Premier 
Yuan Shi Kai has submitted-to pro- 
minent Manchus here the proposal 
emanating from Shanghai for a meet- 
ing of the special National Assembly 
to decide on the future form of gov- 
ernment which shall be adopted for 


China, This step by the premier 
practically means that he asks the 
court to decide its own fate, because 


membtrs of such a National Assembly 
would decide in favor of a repubitc. 
¥ the Manchus agree ,to adopt the 
suggestion, their ddcision tu do so will 
be promulgated as an edict, which in 
all probability will. be made public in 
the ourse of the day, 

\ . > Mtebels Urge Abdication. 
"Shanghai, Dec. 25—Abdication is in- 
sisted upon by the revolutionaries. Dr. 
Sen is quartered in a large house in 
the French concession. He said today 
that he preferred to make no state- 
ment until he reviewed the entire situ- 
ation. His conference with Wu Ting 
and other leaders, shows that he is evi- 
dently commanding the greatest re- 
spect and attention, Dr. Sen said the 
entire movement was united and there 
would be’ fo Serious differences. It is 

vident that the rebels are pre- 
paring for the constructive work of 
government and are not counting on 
Yuan Shi Kai. 

Incensed At Imperialists 

London, Dec. 25—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai says that the rebels 
are incensed at the Imperialists over 
the capture of Tai Yuan Fu, in Shan 
Hi province, and ‘have protested to 
Tang Shao Yi, representative of Yuan 
Shi Kai. at the peace conference, 
against breaches of armistices. They 
have demanded an indemnity, the with- 
drawal of the troops and punishment 
of the officials upon whom the respon- 
sibility rests.

Terrible Massacre of Men, Women and 
Children by Cossacks—Officcrs Make 
No Effort to Check It—Soldicrs Go 
About Streets Bayonetting Al Pe- 
destrians and Looting,

London, Eng., Dec, 26—One thous- 
and men, women and children hays 
been butchered at Tabriz by Russian 
soldiers and the #laughter still con- 
tinues, according to a report recei. od 
here today. Russian. cfficers ate re- 
ported to be making no attempt ‘' 
check the cruelty of their men whv 
go about the streets bayonetting ai: 
pedestrians and looting: bodies cf their 
victims, 

The battle between the Fidaig and 
Russian troops is still raging around 
the ruins of the government palace. 
1t is’estimated that 160 Russian sol- 
diers have been slain. The Persians

ing they are excellent marksmen. 

A large force of Cossacks arrived 
at Twbriz today. The soldiers are en- 
raged over the losses they have suf- 
fered at the hands of the Fiddis an} 
several wounded Persian soldiers have 
been subjected to hideous tortures. 
Hundreds ot hemes have been looted 
and burned. it is belleved that the 
entire city may be destroyed. 

Londen, Eng., Dec, 26—The procla- 
mation of Martial law at Teheran ftol- 
lowing the dismissal of W. Morgan 
Shuster by the Persian cabinet and the 
fragmentary reports received. as lo 
bloody masacres by the Russian sold- 
iers at Resht are causing serious ay- 
prehensicas here. Little additional in- 
formation regarding the reported mas- 
sacre has been received. Direct de- 
spatches from Teheran make no refer- 
ence to these serious casualties and a 
report from the Russian consul at that 
point states that order now is restered, 
although he is preparing for further 
outbreaks, 

The strategic point of Tabriz, 350 
miles to the northwest of Teheran, 13 
another centre of constant and seriove 
collisions between Russian and Per- 
sian elements. The Small force of Rus- 
sians that had been stationed there fo 
some time had been reinforced. 

Rpssian troops have come inta con- 


tact on several occasions with the 
populace, 

A special despatch received’ here 
Says Russian artillery swept the 


street, while another, through Russian 
sources, says that a condition of an- 
archy exists, even being witheut ade- 
quate military squads to protect their 
funds. The latter is evidently a sug- 
gestion on the part of Russia that a 
strong military force is esesntial to 
safeguard their property interests in 
Persia as well as giving an explana- 
tion tor the decisive effect of force by 
the Ceusacks at various points. 
Persa to be Ruled by Regent. 

Landon, Dec, 26—The Times Teher- 
an correspondent understands thgt no 
elections Will he held and that the 
regent and cabinet will conduct the 
administration, supported by the 
presence of the Russian troops’ at 
Kasbin, where they are within tele- 
phone call of the capite! The acting 
governor of Tabriz reports that it is 
impossible to negotiate with the Rus- 
sians who are sweeping the streets 
with artillery and refuse to accept a 
truce,

worthy that this year the union had 
not a dollar in its treasury and that 
today it has a surplus of over $19,000. | 
Also at this time but five loyal dele- 
gates appeared at the annual meet- 
ings, the express business of which 
was to devise financial ways ‘ana 
Means to save the union from going 
on the rocks through lawsuits. At the! 
meeting just closed there were pre- 
sent more than 70 delegates, repre- 
senting all parts of the country. |
